Kills* Costs sf Railroad Operation 


>VH1 Soon Besace Level of Net 


£arnlig«; Falling Off Sow. 


Last year -was a bumper period, so 


o speak, tor the railroads of the coun- 
ry, net earnings aggregating in excess 
of 11,000,000,000. To regard the net 
earnings of a single exceptional year 
as proof of a continuance of big re- 
urns is both unwise and unwarranted. 


Already indications appear of a re- 


cession from the high level of last 
year's net earnings. For example, it Is 
estimated that the Baltimore * Ohio's 
net income for the six months ended 
December 31 last, baling the Decimber 
earnings on the returns for taa pre- 
ceedlng five months, will show a de- 
cline of $1,095,510. While.the Penn- 
sylvania 
and 
New York Central 


showed considerable Increases for 
November, their net 
operating 
in- 


comes sustained large loses compaied 
with corresponding figures for 1916, 
that of the Pennsylvania being $1,379,- 
588 and of the New York Central |1,- 
131.075. Moreover, according to pre- 
liminary statistics complied and pub- 
lished recently by tbe Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, the first 55 rail- 
roads to report to it their earnings 
for last*November showed a falling', 
off of upward 
of 
11,000,000, 
from 


•which the commission deduced that 
the decrease for all reporting roads 
will exceed 14,000,000.. 


So it would appear that owing to 


the rapidly rising cost of operation 
in conjunction with greatly 'increased 
taxes, net earnings will not remain 
long above last year's level. As an 
Indication of this tendency it may be 
pointed out that during the month of 
September last the Increase in oper- 
ating expenses and taxes wan 18 per 
cen£ while the increase in gross eaj-n- 
ings was only 12 per cent. 


Current railroad needs are pressing 


and cannot be Ignored much longer. 
To meet them will reauire the ex- 
penditure not of millions, but of bil- 
lions of dollars; a conservative es- 
timate-of the necessary outlay annual- 
ly for the ensuing decade by the car- 
riers in order {o keep their properties 
in readiness to meet tbe demands of 
commerce being 11,250,000,000. For a 
number of years past the amount of 
new construction has been negligible 
and now it must make up. This obli- 
gation, almost doubled by the prevail- 
ing price Increases, will constitute a 
lien against last year's net earnings, 
since It Is the custom of American 
railroads to divert large sums from 
earnings to permanent Improvements 
and extensions.

that the coal production during 1916 
will exceed that of 1915 by about 
1,000,000 tons, and the 1914 tonnage 
by as milch as 2,000,000 tons. 
The 


production of the district in'1915 was 
7,540,000 tons; m 1914 it was 5,552- 
600 tons. 


Inspector Alexander 
McCanch 
of 


the First district estimates that with 
practically the same mines operating 
as operated during 1915 tbe produc- 
tion of his district, though hampered 
by car shortage and scarcity of labor, 
was greaten than that of 1915 
by 


200,000 tons. 


Practically -the only idle mine in 


the First district during the year was 
that of the Dllworth Coal Company. 
This property was recently acquired 
by the H. <;. Frick Coke Company and 
will no doubt be placed m operation 
when the plans ^of that company have 
advanced to that point where it be- 
comes desirable to begin development 
of the adjacent and larger tract of 
coal recently purchased in 
Greene 


county as one of the sources of raw- 
coal supply for the by-product plant 
now under construction at Clairton.

While addressing the suopenson 


board of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission last week in connection 
with a hearing as to the proposal of 
the railroads to reduce free time on 
shipments for export, Luther M. Wal- 
ter, Chicago, attorney for the Indus- 
trial Traffic League, stated that the 
carriers are planning to institute an- 
other advance rjte ca«e. They consider 
that they should have an increase of 
10 per cent in all rates, to provide
